Whether this amendment is 
adopted or not, the prospect appears to be 
that the Funding bill as amended by the Da- 
vis amendment will be passed. 
ANOTHER OPINION OF INGALLS’ SPEECHES. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasn Noro, D. C., Feh 2.—Senator In- 
galls’ attack upon Windom's refunding 
scheme in the Senate is the subject of con- 
siderable comment. Many of the Republic- 
an Senators indulged in sharp criticism of 
Ingalls for his speech, and thought it very 
much out of place. One of them said it was 
really an attack upon the Republican party. 
Senator Ingalls voted for the 3-per<cent 
bill that was vetoed, and he natur- 
ally condemned the veto. Those who 
favored the 38-per-cent bill last

FARMERS VERSUS CITY FOLK.

WaAsninotox, D. C., Feb. 2.—The fight in 
the House today on the Post-Office appropri- 
ation was the old one of the country against 
the town. ‘The rural members took the floor, 
and wasted almost the entire day in futile 
endeavors to force the extension to the 
small-town and cross-roads post-oflices of 
privileges now enjoyed by the cities alone.

ELI PERKINS IN FLORIDA. 


All About BRaising Oranges—Bananas in 
Southern Fliorida—Insecis and Hep- 
tiles, 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

FLORIDA, Jan. 30.—Orange-trees grow in the 
sand. All Florida is a bed of white sand en- 
riched by phospbates. These phosphates are in 
the sbape of decayed animal matter. The sand 
is specked with shells, the occupants of which 
have died and gone to enrich the soil. So an 
orange-grove is set out in a sand-bed. Fifty 
trees are set to the acre, which gives each tree 
about thirty-five feet. Late orange-raisers are 
setting thirty-five trees to the acre. The tree 
commences to bear when eight years old; and 
keeps ti ing, as far as auy one knows, for- 
ever. age of an orange-wee is not known. 
They continue to bear and grow for ho one 
knows how long. Isaw trees forty years old. 
They were forty feet high, eighteen inches 
through, and bore 10,000 oranges. Col. Hart, of 
Palatka, told me that be had sold $200 worth of 
oranges in one season from one of these fine old 
trees. 

An orange-grove has to be cultivated con- 
stantly. It is harrowed and cow-peas are sown 
in the spring. In the fall the cow-peas are 
turned under to fertilize the soil. 1 believe 
there are how orange-trees enougu in Florida, 
when fully grown, to supply the world with 
oranges. 

Oranges commence ripening in December, and 
ripen all along till March. It is a delightful crop 
for a farmer to raise, because he has plenty of 
time to harvest it. 

This is the way they harvest oranges: The 
oranges are cut off the trees with shears, and 
sorted by rolling them down a right-angied tri- 
angie open at the bottom. The little ones go 
through the opening first; and the very largest 
ones roll clear to the end of the trough. Then 
they are rolled up in paper, boxed up, and sent 
to New York—freight 50 cents a box. A box 
holds from 100 to 150 oranges. 

A tree will bear from 200 to 8,000 oranges. 
Trees pay from $5 to $200 apiece annually. A 
tree paying $200 of course would be a pheuom- 
enal tree, very old, and splendidiy cared for. 
Col. Hart told me he realized $175 from one tree 
Groves produce from $50 to $500 an acre, ac- 
cording to age and cultivation. u orange- 
grove of twenty acres will seli for 840,000. There 
is much money made in the cultivation of 
oranges, but much patience and skill are re- 
quired. Many Northern men have failed, be- 
cause they simply set out the trees, and then go 
away and leave them. They have to be con- 
stantiy attended to. They are not a sure „ bo- 
nausza ; and really only the patient, skiliful, 
* painstaking get rich in their cultivation.

These great buildings are stored 
with bundreds of thousands of dollars’, 
perhaps a million dollars worth of stock, 
and a fire need not burn over much 
ground in order to pile up the losses. Across 
the street, where that enormous new building 
bas 2 up by the Astors, there were eight 
houses tew wmouthsago. A fire in that block 
would have attacked but one of those at a time. 
But now a fire in one of those great lofts, 
especially if it were a loft packed with inflam- 
mabie goodsrwould not be réstrained within an 
end or a coruer. In a few minutes we mfrht 
have 400 feet of flame belching out on ail sides. 
Such fires are dangerous as weil as costly.” 

“Yes; but is danger of their spreading 


v great? 

eos only say that a great fire is not impossible.“ 
said the Ubief. “Much depends upon the ele- 
ments and surroundinss, and other matters. in 
the case of one dangerous fire, we have a great 
force of men and machines which we can con- 
centrate; but suppose two broke out, and it was 
windy. and one got beyond control. To be sure, 
we could cali on Brookiyn for aid, but that 
would take time. 

“The building laws are faulty here,” the vet- 
eran continued, “and in the st even these 
have not been enforced. Buildings are called 
tire f that are not at all fireproof, and obsta- 
cles are put in the way of firemen that are for- 
bidden by law, while facilities that might be pro- 
vided are . For instance, the merchaats 
have an idea that fron shutters, secure'y boited. 
keep out not only burglars, but fire, whereas we 
know that they should not be bolted Where they 
are out of the reach of burglars, and they keep 
away ply tire from outside. The law which says 
they shall be left so that a fireman can open 
them ig more thau half the time disregarded, 
and our men are called upon to mount tne tall- 
est ladders and endeavor to cut open or knock 
over iron shutters that should be beid only by a 
latch. Meanwhile the fire within is growing to 
frightful proportions. Every tall building 
should be fitted with either a fire escape or a 
landing at a distance from the ground. upon 
which we can rest our ladders 80 as to get to 
the uppermost stories. As it is, we vannot do 
much with.our longest ladders, and our water- 
tower is not very effective at a bight of over 
sixty-five feet. ith it we cau send a stream 
to the bighest wiudows; but we need to send it 
in rather thau up. We think so well of that thai 
we will probably soon bave anotber.”’ 

“How do you regard these new giant office 
buildings?” 

Well, they are not so bad. They are built of 
materials that will not be burned by the small 
quantity of combustible material in any room in 
which a fire may start.“ 

How about the lufty apartment houses?” 

“They are very different. I am afraid you 
newspape en may bave something very sad 
to report about one or more of them in time to 
come. You see they are built of wood and 
stored with furniture. Their oceupants, in case 
of panic, will flee from the preseuce of fire with- 
out shutting doors behind them, thus providing 
the means for fire to lick up stairways and ele- 
vator sbafts, and, as these buildings have not 
been fitted with proper escapes, as the law re- 
quires, there would be nowuy out for people 
above the flames. Even where there are tire 
escapes they are not ulways properly built or 
located. For instance, at a recent tire in a Mad- 
ison street tenement, you remember, the fire 
escape and the stairs were both in a line, and 
both were seized by the flames. You remember 
that a woman had to throw ber children out of 
an upper window. The recent fire in a Four- 
teenth street fiat house, between Seventh and 
Eighth avenues, where firemen had to belp 
the women and aged folks down the ladders, is 
not a case in point, as that was only an ordinary 
and smal! buiiding.”’ 

Is there any iack of water for your uses?” 

No; does not concern us at all. We have 
from time to time asked for increased facilities 
and larger mains bere and there, and the De- 
partment of Public Works bas always done what 
was asked of it. As to the water-supply itseit, 
we don't use so much as you would think. 1 
have not got the firures for last year at hand, 
but they are not large. Let me give you an 
idea. You know that when we want water we 
telegraph to have this gate or that openedat the 
reservoir. Well, at one big fire where we had a 
gate opened we worked at the flames for 
seven hours. The night was freezing cold, and 
there were hundreds of thousands of open fau- 
cetsin the city, yet altogether the water only 
fell tive inches in the reservoir. 

The main troubie with New York from our 
standpoint,” the Chief concluded, is that the 
bullding jaws are not what they should be, and 
in the past were not enforced. Witb these odds 
against us, in addition to the growth of the 
buildings and the lack of inventions to meet the 
wants of the department, all I can say is that 
the work of the firemen is constantly growing 
more difficult and dangerous.”

Raceion, N. C., Jan. %.—There are unmis- 
takabie signs of a coalition of Independent 
Democrats and Republicans during the present 
year that will undoubtedly defeat the Bourdon 
Democracy in this State at the election in No- 
vember next. In order to fully understand the 
present situation and the change that is appar- 
ently taking place in the political 
forces of the State, it is necessary to 
refer to a number of past events. At the 
first. election in this State in 1860, upon the 
question of union or disunion, the Unsionists 
carried the State by 30,000 majority. After the 
call of President Lincoln for 75,000 troops, and 
it was then seen that a war could not be avoid- 
ed, and not until Virginia had passed the seces- 
sion ordinance, did North Carolina agree to cast 
her lot with her sister States. Four years of Re- 
bellion, with all the attendant borrors and per- 
secutions, did not quench the Union fevling 
that existed in 1860, and continued to exist dur- 
ing the entire Rebellion, among the men of 
North Carolina. There were thousands of men 
throughout the State who most earnestly de- 
sired the success of the Union armies and the 
utter downfall of the tyranny and despotism of 
the DavisGovernment. These men were Union 
men from principle, and they never contributed 
one cout more in aid of the Confederate cause 
than they were compelled to by surrounding 
circumstances. From bundreds of windows 
and housetops did the Union troops m 
North Carolina, while on their roh of 
subjugation, observe the 
floating to the breeze. This revered 
bad been hidden away for four years more care- 
fully and secretly than gold and silver, because 
its discovery meant death to the man who kept 
the Abolition rag concealed in bis house.

Hoiden had 
been the editor of the leading Democratic paper 
in the State. He came within two votes, in 180, 
of being neminated as the ocratic candidate 
for Governor. He was st ly opposed to the 
secession of the State, and oniy gave the Con- 
federa‘e cause a lukewarm su rt during the 
first two years of the War. In is@2a peace move- 
ment, based upun the return of the State to the 
Union, spread like wildfire all over the State. 
This movement was heartity supported by Gov. 
Holden in the Standard newspaper, and upon 
this latform Col. Zebulon B. Vance was 
elected Governor in 182 by more than 30,000 
majority over the Secession candidate. From 
this time until the close of the War Gov. 
Holden was the avewed enemy of the 
Confederate Government. His

Holden scarcely ever slept a night in bis owu 
dwelling tor fear of being killed by some Con- 
federate. Gov. Vance soon went over to the 
War men, and in 1864 Holden was a candidate 
for Governor against Vance, and was voted for 
by all tne Union men of tue State who the 
ora to vote for the Union candidate.

BOVINE VIRUS. 


How the Useful Article Ise Obtained— 
Visit toa Vaccine Farm—Inoculating 
Cows—An Interesting Description of 
the Process.

Thinking it would interest the public to know 
how bovine virus is obtained, a Plaindealer rep- 
resentative visited Dr. J. Pettet at his vaccine 
farm on Mayfield street, in East Cleveland, was 
cordially received and shown about the farm 
and stables, the Doctor explaining as they went. 
Everything was arranged in the most conven- 
leut manner possible and kept in the best of or- 
der. 

“Doctor, if it is not a secret, will you please 
explain your method of propagating vaccine 


virus? 

Dr. Pettet replied: “During the first four 
years of my vacc experience 1 ysed beifer 
calves exclusively, selecting the best i could 
find. I found considerable difficulty in getting 
proper supplies and in feeding them. After 
considerable study of the subject I flied the 
stable with new miica cows with which to suckie 
them. This I soon found impracticable, without 
first vaccinating the cows themselves, and thus 
1 gradually abandoned the use of calves almost 
entireiy, and for the last six or seven years have 
used milch cows almost exclusively. This I be- 
lieve to be the natural seat of the disease I 
believe the use of calves, 
young, results in the ot 
cine disease and the destruction of 
known ge propagators as a strawberry ex- 
crescence. ¥y personal process is very simple.

Vrernnpax's financial debate in the Sen- 
ate was productive of a spirited encounter 
between Mr. Windom and Messrs. Vest and 
Ingalls, both ot the latter assalling the ex- 
Secretary’s finance record. Both made the 
very stupid assertion that the continuation 
of the 5s and ds as 3 ½ per cents was in di- 
rect violation of a law of Congress, and 
when asked by Mr. Windom to specify the 
law referred to, thy named the Funding bill 
passed by a Democratic Congress two years 
ago and vetoed by President Hayes! Mr. 
Windom could afford to be taken to task by 
a pair of statesmen capable of asserting that 
the funding achievement in question was in 
violation of a law which never existed. He 
could also afford to treat good-naturedly the 
proposition that, while the law was vetoed and 
of no more effect than as though it had never 
been heard of, it was nevertheless the act of 
the sovereign power ’’—meaning the United 
States Congress. Messrs. Vest and Ingalls 
have a convenient way of forgetting that 
Congress amounts to but one-third of the 
“sovereign power” of the Government— 
hardly so much as one-third, remembering 
the veto prerogative and the power of the 
Supreme Court to. set aside any act 
of Congress on the ground of uncon- 
stitutionality. The assailants of Mr. Win- 
dom are not making a very brilliant record, 
taken as a whole or in part. A gratifying 
feature of the proceedings was the defeat, by 
a vote of 2% yeas to 27 nays, of the amend- 
ment of Senator Plumb providing for the 
employment of all the Treasury reserve in 
excess of $100,000,000 toward the payment of 

e public debt.

AL DEBTS—“PAY AS YOU GO.” 

The Constitution wisely places a limitation 
upon the power of municipal corporations in 
this State to create debts, and this wisdom 
was never better illustrated than in the ex 
perience of Chicago since the fire. In 1871 
all the public buildings and public property 
of the city and county were destroyed by fire. 
Under the desolation and impoverishment 
caused by that disaster it is impossible to 
limit the temptation and the provocation 
which then existed to borrow money with 
which to rebuild and restore this public 
property. The new Constitution (then only 
a year old) forbade the creation of any loan 
or other addition to the debt of the city, and 
this restriction was then the subject of gTeat 
complaint. But the result has proved the 
wisdom of the Constitution. 
is all the richer and grander because she was 
denied the privilege of adding a dollar to 
her debt; and, though she has passed 
through a panic hardly less disastrous than 
the fire, she today, instead of owing a debt 
of twenty-five to thirty milHons, has carried 
on her Government, has restored her im- 
provements, and actually paid off a portion 
of her ante-fire debt. 

At the time of the fire the county owed 
in round numbers about three and a half 
millions of dollars and the city about thirteen 
and a half millions, making an aggregate of 
$17,000,000. Both city and county have 
struggled through these years, carrying on 
the work of restoration, and at the close of 
1881 the joint debt is actually reduced from 
what it was in 1871. 9 

This is the result of an enforced adherence 
to the “ pay-as-you-go ” policy. 

After ten years of the severest hardship 
that ever a city was subjected to, not a dollar 
has been added to the public debt, and the 
public buildings and improvements con- 
structed in that time are more numerous and 
vastly superior to those previously destroyed. 
They have been paid for by taxation. 

There was a meeting of very respecta- 
ble citizens Wednesday evening at the 
Palmer House to consider the question of an 
increased wgter-supply. That subject was 
discussed very earnestly, but this discussion 
was met by the difficulty that the city had not 
the means wherewith to engaze in a job that 
would cali for the expenditure of $6,000,000 
to $8,000,000. The rébult of the deliberations 
was that the GoWrnor be requested to in- 
clude in the call for the special session of the 
Legisiature the subject of proposing an 
amendment to the State Constitution that 
Chicago be allowed to make a loan for the 


‘extension of her water-supply. 


It is to be hoped the Governor will do 
nothing of the kind. A new fegislature will 
hold a regular session in January next, afid 
to that Legislature may be safely left the im- 
portant question of destroying, suspending, 
or weakening one of the most salutary pro- 
visions of the State Constitution. 

Nor will the proposition be any more ad- 
visable at a regular than at a special session. 
In the first place, if confined to the City of 
Chicago, the amendment cannot hope fpr 
approval by the Legislature, and certainly 
would be ignored by nine4enths of the peo- 
ple of the State. Such an amendment to the 
Constitution would be special in its charac- 
ter, and be making a Constitution for Chicago 
alone. The amendment to the Constitution 
to enable Chicago to issue and sell bonds to 
extend the water system would, very prob- 
ably, invite the demands of other cities and 
towns to ask to be included within its pro- 
visions. The fascination of some people to 
embark in public works, by selling bonds for 
other people to pay, is irresistible. Other 
public improvements besides water-works are 
desired. There are many counties in the 
State where there are contractors willing to 
take county bonds, and in exchange for 
them gridiron the counties with highly- 
finished macadam roads: in other 
counties there is a popular demand 
for new court-houses: in others for 
a more complete system of school-houses, 
and auy suggestion to lay aside the peremp- 
tory restriction of creating debts beyond the 
constitutional limitation would elicit count- 
less propositions of every possible character, 
that bonds be issued without limit. There 
are several small streams in the State which 
are generally dry when not frozen, and there 
ate seweral enterprising citizens who think 
that the adjacewt counties might be permitted 
to issue and sell bonds that miese streains be 
mage navigable.

ment will yield a half million of dollars rev- 
enue a year for water purposes, whenever 
the city feels it necessary to engage iu that 
business. This half a million of dollars a 
year, collected by taxation, will be as much 
as can be honestly and economically expend- 
ed each year. A greatersum would lead to 
corruption end waste. That is the proper 
mode of providing for such a work. Itisthe 
direct and responsible proceeding to take. 
One million of dollars raised by direct taxa- 
tion will accomplish one-fourth more than 
can be obtained from the same sum raised as 
part of a large loan and subject to the dis- 
cretion of the City Council. . 

It is to be hoped that the constitutional! pro- 
visions limiting and controlling municipal in- 
debtedness will not be disturbed, leaving the 
people, however, of each city, county, and 
town to raise whatever sum of revenue they 
may need for municipal purposes, provided 
they do it by taxation. There is a most 
laudable effort now making by the munici- 
palities of Illinois to reduce their outstand- 
ing indebtedness, into which many of mem 
were tempted in the days when there was a 
fatal facility to sell bonds without limit,

through the Indian Territory. The condition 
inthe Senate of the bili tor a right of way 
through the Iudian Territory has aiready n 
explained. The first application for & right of 
way across the Choctaw country was made by 
the Chicago, Texas & Mexican Central Com- 
pany.

THREE OF A KIND, 


And a Very Bad Kind They Were—A 
Brutal New York Murder Coolly Con- 


fessed. 

Dispatch te Cincinnati Enquirer. 

New York, Feb. L—At2 a.m. Deo. 80 Louis 
Honier, an inoffensive Freoch saloonkeeper, at 
144 West Twenty-sixth greet, Was shot dead by 
thieves whom be caught in the act of robbug 
his premises. The murderer was supposed to be 
one of three young men who bad tried unsuc- 
cessfully to rob the money-drawer of the saloon 
the evening before. On Jau. 3 a Smith & Wesson 
revolver, whose bore corresponded with — ball 
that bad killed Honier, was found by detettives 
in a pawosbop on Ninth avenue. It had been 
pledged the morning after the murder by a 
oung man who falsely gave nid name as Evans. 
His description tallied with that of Aena o- 
Gioin, a young thiet and ex-convict. 

Detectives watched MoGivin night and day. 
They learned that he wasintimate with Robert 
Morissey, Thomas Moran, and Thomas Banfieid. 
These thieves frequented a resort in Twenty- 
seveuth street kept by Cooley, a negro boxer. A 
detective made bimself an habitué of the place. 
A policeman, by arrangement, brought a cireulflr 
offering $500 reward to Cooley's saloon, and 
fastened it on the wall just above the head of 
McGloin, who was present. The detective nar- 
rates that when the policeman had gone out 
McGioin said to bis companion: Did I turn 
white when be dung that notice over my head?” 
“No,” replied the man whow be addressed, who 
wus Bantield; Lou ve got a — of u nerve.“ 

The police wished to take the whole gang at 
once. Tuesday's storm was of a character to 
keep peopie indoors, and that aftern they 
were arrested with Cooley, and locked up in 
separate cells. Confronted with the evidence 
against bim, McGivin broke down and sobbed: 
“ This will break my motber’s beart. 1 shot in 
seit-defense. I thought the man coming down 
the stuirs bad something in bis band.” * 

The inspector summoned Coruner Herrman, 
and arraigned McGivin before him. After be- 
ing cautioned that he need not speak unless he 
choose. McUioin said: 

“i want to tell the truth about this ere 
racket. It has worricd me ever since it bup- 

ned. In the first ptace, seven or eight days 

fore the murder I bougbta pop for a dollar. 
That's the article (poiating to the revolver). The 
nigbt of the shooting I went to the Freuchmans 
piace with Moran, Morrissey, and Banfield to 
give bim the fainting act. I went in tirst and 
asked him to change a $10 bill. This I did to tind 
out bow mach money be bad. He pulled ont 
from the tili a flat pocketoook that seemed full 


“of bills, but be said they were ail big bills. 1 


then pretended to have a cramp 80 as to get 
him away from the till. and went out into the 
yard while the others staid bebipd to go for the 
till; but the Frenchman tumbied to the racket, 
and it wouldn't work. I then went with my pals 
to Cooley's place and got my pop, which I had 
piedged with bim for $1. After a while one 
of the boys sad: Let's get back to Frenchy's 
and get even with him by grabbing his cigars.’ 
Banield wouldn't go, but the rest did. We broke 
open the Frenchman's door and got the pocket- 
book out of the till, but found it stuffed with 
paper. One of the others said: ‘I hear some- 
body coming’; I wentto the foot of tne stairs, 
cocking my pop as I did so. | saw a man com- 
ing down the stairs with something in his band 
which I thought was apistol. I fired at him, and 
the mau dropped. We ail then ran away.”

“Lobengrin” requires almost phenomenal 
voices in its principals, and abounds in difficult 
work for the chorus. The music is intense, 
abounding in striking bits of melody, but de- 
manding continued effort for its interpretation, 
and intelligent action as well as lung power of 
its interpreters. In “Lobengrin” is embodied 
Wagner's own theories of operatic composition, 
which he has thus stated, and in the statement 
furnished the key to the work in question: 
“The error in the opera as a species of art,“ 
he has said, “bus consisted in the fact 
that a mere means of exgression—thag is, 
music—bas been made the end, while the 
ound of expression—tbhe drama—has deen made 
the means; and thus the actual lyric drama has 
been made to rest upon the basis of absolute 
music.“ In his opinion, the drama itself—not 
the arias and melodies—should be the ceatre of 
interest; music should epring directly from the 
requirements of the text. The whole opera 
should melody, and in it the orchestra should 
be something more than @ mere accompaniment, 
and shuuid comment on and enforce the text. 
These are the ideas to which he bas given a 
practical exposition in “Lobengrin,” making 
the opera itself a marked contrast to the Italian 
and French schools with which we are so fa- 
miliar and have so often beard. 

All of Waguer’s operas require brilliant scenic 
effects and a large number of well-drilled as- 
sistants. In these two respects no performance 
of * Lohengrin’’ yet given bere can be re- 
warded as satisfactory. The rendition last night 
was far from perfect as to these points, the su- 
peroumeraries making many ludicrous biunders 
and generally managing to come in at the wrong 
time and to place themselvesin the ng lo- 
But in other respects the perfurmance 
will take rank as the very best given by this 


company, la that, being so much more exacting 


and difficult than anything else in their réper- 
toire, it was givea with 80 few marked 
biemishes.

bight were victims of the severest storm tbat 
bus occurred fora number of years, and so far 
as can be learned this morning, no less than five 
vessels, brigs, and schooners are a prey to the 
treacherous rocks and sboals off Nantasket 
beach. An usknown vessel was early this 
morning geen heading op the rocks ju the outer 
harbor, not far from Boston light. lu a moment 
sbe struck and went to pieces. A portion of the 
crew made their way through the blindmg snow 
and spray, in a boat that had been lowered to a 
point off the bull in au almost exbausted condi- 
tion, and were kindly cared for by neighbors in 
that vicinity. It is not known whether or not all 
of the crew were got off, but some of them are 
missing, and it is feared that they have been 
lost. No bodies have us yet been found, which 
gives ground to hope that the missing men ar 
somew bore alive. 

The brig Grace Lathrop, bailing from Boston, 
is aground off Nantasket, but the crew are all 
saved. The schooner Bucephalus from Prov- 
incetowu, bound for Boston, freigbted with coal, 
is ashore, but cannot be reached from here. 
Another schvoner, Nettie Walker, from Machbias, 
Me., is ashore on Toddy Rock, opposit Boston 
ligbt. The vessel is rapidly going to pieces, but 
the crew have been rescued by the lifeboat from 
bere. The breakers are rolling mountains bign, 
and the seene is one of awful grandeur, seidum, 
it ever. seem along that coast. Wreckers. be- 
cause of the high sea, are unabie to be of any 
service, and it is probable that before assistance 
can arrive several vessels which are being dayned 
back ward and forward against the roens will go 
to pieces and be a total loss.

The report of the Treasurer wed funds on 
band at last 3 $195; received dur- 
ing the year, $6,883; expenses, $6,241; leaving 
cash on band, $387.

AN OPINION ON LICENSES. 

City-Attorney Grinnel! bas given the follow- 
ing opinion in regard to the licensing of one- 
vight entertainments at balls, thentres, etc.: 

12 J. McGarigle, Kaq., Superintendent of Police, 
etc.—Dearn Sin: Your communication asking 
whether the city must look to the owner of the 
hall or theatre wherein entertainments are 
given which are subject to a license fee or to 
the parties who give the entertainment, I have 
the boner to answer: By reference to Sec. #20 of 
Municipal Code you will see that it is provided 
that the owner must see that his bail, or rooms. 
or theatre is licensed pursuant to the ordinance. 
That is, he must either take out the license 
himself or compel the parties giving the enter- 
tainment to do so; and the ordinance further 
provides that. if he fails to see that the license is 
paid, he is subject to a penaity of $50. 


THE COUNTY-BUILDING. 


Every day is demonstrating the necessity of a 
reform in caring for claims seat to the County 
Board. Somedays ago an award was made to a 
certain urm for groceries ou a bid presented, 
but the bill now comes in, and the schedule upon 
which the bid was made is missing.

OUTDOOR RELIEF. 

The Committee on Town and Town Accounts 
has prepared a new set of blanks for thé use of 
the Supervisors m the country towns, the object 
being to do away with the abuses wien it is 
claimed have beretofore existed. The bianks 
require detailed’ information, and the back 
of each is printed tne following for informa- 
tion of both the Supervisors and the poor under 
their charge: 

“Persons who are wholly dependent on the 
county for their support must be sent to the 

r-bouse. 

“No family shall receive more than one-half 
ton of coal or one-half cord of wood per month 
for the six months commencing with November 
and ending with April. No fuel shall be fur, 
nisbed during the baiance of the year, except by 
permission of the County Board. 

“The relief granted to families worthy of 
charity shall not exceed 50 cents per week for 
groceries and provisions for each adult or child. 
No iuxuries shall be furn ished. 

“ Physicians, when ordered by the Supervisors 
to attend to paupers, will be allowed §) for each 
necessary cail or visit, including medicines. Ali 
persons requiring protracted medical attention 
must be removed to the County Hospital if they 
are wholly depending on the county for support. 

“Supervisors shall issue all orders before 
goods are delivered by merchants or services of 
any kind are rendered to paupers. 

“Merchants must till out the blank receipt on 
this order and have it signed by the pauper on 


Jielivery of the goods specitied in tbe order. 


Under this new order, which goes intu effect 
at once, it is thought that the inmates of the 
Poor- House will increase, and that the bilis for 
outdoor relief will decrease proportionately, and 
that in the end the county will the gainer. 

THAT SEWER-GAS RUMOR. 


Architect Egan denies t there is any sewer- 
gas in the new Oourt-Holee, and also that the 
ipes are not connected with the main sewer. 

r. Ewan stated yesterday that he went ail 
tbhrougo the building Wednesday night, and 
could not find the least trace of sewer-gas. He 
thinks it would be impossibie to generate, as 
there are six stacks of main ventilator-pipes 
running up to the main uair-shafts, and the 
connections of tbe vauit-pipes were made 
perfect and complete when the piumbieg 
was done, most of the counections bei made 
under bis own personal supervision. ‘he said 
that a quantity of rubber carpeting had been 
recently laid in the rooms, and, acted on by the 
steam used for beating purposes, had given out 
& most unpleasant odor; bence the cry of sewer- 


gas. 

CUTTING OFF THE BAILIFFS AND DEPUTIES. 

Some days ago some of the County Commis- 
sioners bad a talk with the Judges ot the courts 
about reduc the number of Bailiifs and Dep- 
uty-sSherifs.

It is important to 
notice here that the reports of trade and of 
railroad traffic and travel in Great Britatn—our 
best customer—are egiving sinus of a revival 
there which cannot fail to have important ef- 
fects here.

Within thirty days after the above was written 
the deferred crisis comes, and is now upon Paris, 
and is affecting nearly every money market in 
the wurid. 

The Eventng Post says, iu its editorial columns, 
that this crisis could not have happened in Bu- 
rope ata time when we were better prepared to 
meet it. Our trade is bottomed upon the largest 
stock of gold ever accumulated tm the country, 
and undoubtedly the largest held by any coun- 
try at the present time. Moreover, the prices 
of our securitics—or, at all events, of those held 
abroad in very considerable amount—were on 
the ground floor,” or very néariy so, before 
the French trouble began. At the time when 
French investors were beginning to go wild 
over Union Générale and other bubble com- 
panies, the. assesination of President Gartieid 
and the outbreak of the railroad wur put a 
damper on speculation here from which it bas 
not recovered, And in its financial col- 
umn it remarks that the country could well at- 
ford to export a considerable amount of gold, 
provided that it only accomplished a breaking 
up of the speculative cliques which bave been 
advancing the leading articles of export to 
prices which have checked exports, These cliques 
are using much more moucy than we are likely 
to export, and When they are brokep up the net 
result will be a gain to the loanable funds at the 
command of the icgitimate business interests of 
the country.

Annual Report ot the Commissioners 
upon the Subject. 
Special to St. Louis Globe- Democrat. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 1:—The report of the 
Canal Commissioners, pertaining to the Llinois 
& Michigan Canal and the IIlinois and Little 
Wabash River improvements, for the year end- 
ing Nov. 30, 1881, is now in the hands of the 
printers, and will be issued in a few days. The 
board was organiged May 20, 1877, which organ- 
ization is still maintained. The Commissioners 
are: Joseph O. Glover, of Chicago; Martin 
Kingman, of Peoria; and Benjamin F. Shaw, 
of Dixon. General Superintendent, William 
Thomas, of Lockport. 

At every succeeding General Assembly the 
lilinois & Michigan Canal,.and other interests 
with which this commission has to do, claims 
legislative attention, and hence a report thereof 
should be of interest to the general public. 
From advance sheets of the report referred to, 
the Globe- Democrat correspondent is permitted 
to make the following extracts: 

The balance-sheet shows that the disburse- 
ments exceed the receipts $5,601.63. This, the 
Commissioners say, is occasioned in part by the 
fact that two locks were rebuilt last winter, and 
one additional dredge had to be kept in opera- 
tion during the t summer.

In regard to the State improv ement on the 

LITTLE WABASH, 

the Commissioners say: “One hundred and 
sixty dollars have been collected from the Little 
Wabash River improvement during the current 
year last pest, making a total amount now in 
the hands of the Treasurer, to the credit of this 
improvement, of 1.16.4. As this amount is 
ceatirely insutiicient to make the needed repairs 
to keep the lock and dam iu order, the lessee of 
the water-power, created by the State dam at 
New Haven, has refused to pay the rent due 
for the past six months, and, therefore, we 
would recommend that the improvement be 
abandoned on the part of the State. 

The report sbows that the tolls collected on 
the canal for 1881 amounted to 888, 10.01. 

Concerning the 

HENRY AND OCOPPERAS CREEK 


improvements, the Commissioners say: 

In our last formal and anoual report we gave 
at eonsiderabie length certain reasons which 
seemed to us proper for cumpieting the pian, as 
adopted in constructing the locks and dams at 
Henry aud Copperas Creek, for improvements 
on the Lilinois River. Again we desire to ur 
the continuance of this important work. The 
two dams and locks now constructed at Henry 
and Copperas Creek compicte good and perfect 
navigation on that rivera distance of ninety 
miles, By the construcuon of the proposed 
three additional dams and locks, 129 miles of 
waterway would be added, which would com- 
plete a perfect water-route from the lakes to 
the Mississippi River, — ay A utilizing the pres- 
ent improvements, woich, in low stages of water, 
do not benetit the lower part of the river coun- 
try, and, in tact, leaves the entire 

SYSTEM OF IMPROVEMENTS, 
as at present, in an incomplete state. The total 
costof the proposed three locks and dams is 
estimated at $1,350,000, bemg only about $12,000 
per mile.

EPIDEMIC DIPHTHER'A A A AT MEADVILLE, PA. 
MEADVILLE, Fa., Jan. . — The ravages of 
diphtheria in a malignant form have brought 
mourning to many Meadville homes in the past 
three months. About thirty deaths have oc- 
curred from this disease, a mortality, according 
to one of our leading physicians, three times as 
great as smali-pox bas cuused in the large 
cities. The disease bas been coufined almost 
wholly to a single ward—the Second—formerly 
supposed to be the healthier portion of the city. 
The cause bas not yet been found, aithougch 
much attention has been directed towards 
learning it. The schools bave been chietiy 
blamed, but the responsibility could not be tixed 
on the sebool-buildipng of that ward. us it is 
the best the town eau boast. The building is 
heated witb hot air, and is consequently deficient 
in veatilation. The Board of Control will prob- 
ably put in steam-heaters the coming summer, 
Which will be a commendabie and heaitbdful 
change, even though it does not prevent diph- 
therin. The disease is abating, and the attend- 
ande at the scboois is increasing. One family on 
College Hill of eight cniidren are still prostrate 
wito this dread ailliction. 

Une of the saddest cases reported here was 
that of a family named ay yer residing pear 
Harwonsburg on a farm heaitbity located. Ail 
the children, five in number, died within two 
weeks, three of them nage day. phy- 
sicians have given much attention to prevent- 
ing tbe sproad of the disease, and their well-di- 
rected efforts have saved many lives.

A Proposed Substitute for the Lake Tun-

Miss Dickinsun’s Hamlet.“ 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 2.—There is no such thing as a 
“pretty good” Hamlet. The author's work is 
masterful, and he who attempts interpretation 
of the author’s meaning must do that as genius 
mellowed by art aione is capable of doing. Less 
than this ceases to be Hamlet, or Macbeth, or 
Lear: and in being less is nothing. The crude 
performances of an uncultured genius, like 
those of McCullough in bis earlier years, though 
incomplete, bave still the stamp of true metal, 
whieh give them rating at the mint of public in- 
telligence. But the quality which gives value 
to the dramatic genius is a divine gift to act, 
and by development becomes a perfect power, 

This special phase of mental superiority Miss 
Dickinson lacks. She is not an actor; sue bas 
not, amidst ber versatile and splendid endow- 
ments, that peculiar attribute. She has dra- 
matic instinct in high degrees, and creative fac- 
ulty finely strung, as shown by “Aurelian’’—a 
play of such essential merit that it will be acted 
in future years as one of the few great plays of 
this prolific century. But play- writing and 
play-acting rarely belong to the same person in 
more than tolerable degree. And because one 
has produced sublime types of character and is 
able to her own lines vividly it does not 
foliow that Buccess in that direction indicates 
abilities which render success certain in the at- 
tempt ta explain Shakspeare’s ideas by action. 
This is one uf Miss Dickinson's mistakes; for tn 
her Hamlet the auditor hears ouly a Hamilet- 
washed Auna Dickinson, with both acid 
of art and battery of dramatic virili- 
ty at weak devree. The fact that 
she is a woman has no beuring upon this ques- 
nov, since Miss Dickinson's experiment is not to 
see how near a woman can come to acting 
Hamiet; she would object to be gaxed in the 
ranks of the performing bears. But the case Is 
merely the assumption of masculine F git 
atives by a daring and gifted woman. he ac 
com plishment must be estimated by the standurd 
of other rendiuons, other conceptions of tne 
parc. This standard is, of course, created by 
men, and hence ov rule of judgment but man’s 
cun be employed, since Humiet is a mau created 
for men actors, or those who momentartiy de- 
come men. Nor do I think Miss Dickinson de- 
sires any other valuation of her work. She 
gives us Hamict, and asks what the public thinks 
of it. As one of the admirers of this woman's 
brave she has failed to give 
a new conception of the character, and 
bas not even given (as she has not 
attempicd to do) a clever imitation 
of the better renderings. The universality of 
the author's geuius offers an endless variety of 
interpretations, and no doubt new types of 
Hamlet will be given: but they will not be cut 
from clear ice—coild, soulless, and unreal. Cary- 
ing may be mechanically accurate without be- 
coming artiscic sculpture. 

When the lecture platform crumbled beneath 
ber feot, Miss Dickinson found herself driven 
by that unquenchabie thirst (or public applause 
which those who bave once drank from that 
fountain can never overcome, turned to the 
stage for relief, and bas given us what she be- 
tieves isa Hamlet. But she is in error. The 
part is simply Anna Dickinson under but par- 
tially seif-realized condigons. She does not eu- 
tirely lose her identity—as au actor must; nor 
does she completely retain her individual- 
ity—as she might, and thereby give 
at least un unique Hamlet. Anna 
Dickinson pursued by a desire for vengeance, or 
retribution, which is so strong a control as to 
wipe away from ber beart all trivial fond rec- 
ords of love, and bent on compassing the ruin 
of a King, would be a very novel and vigorous 
part. But Anna Dickinson, bampered by the 
traditions of the stage and bent on that work, is 
neither vatural nor artistic. She tacks the 
physique, the voice, and the muscular training 
to do a man's part well. Feminine notes and 
gestures come upon ber spontaneously. She is 
deficient in the perfections of the art of acting, 
but that is a minor matter. Such faults might 
be overcome, but no yearsof drill can bring to 
ber the power to alter ber mental processes. 
She is capable of a refined and inoteliectual con- 
ception of the part, but cannot put that concep- 
tion into action. 

Miss Dickinson does uot fear to face the pub- 
lic with etartling proportions. Sue bus dared to 
say: “I can give you anew Hamict.” There- 
fore the proof of ber assertion must stand the 
unprejudiced analysis of the critic, and she 
must be treated precisely as we would treat a 
man or woman unfortitied by the success of a 
phenomenal life, or weakened by the failures of 
unfortunate attempts. Has this woman given 
promise of a work which months of patient 
study and familiarity with technicalities of the 
stage, when acquired, can lift out the region of 
mediocre into the realm of genius? I think not. 
But if she fails in Hamlet, what must we expect 
in the appalling attempt to alternate Hamlet 
with Camilie? Can it be possible that hidden 
powers are yet to be revealed in the character 
of this woman which will enable ber to forget 
self and fly from melancholy masculinity to 
volatile femininity? M.

A Correspondent Criticises the 

New Ones for the West 
Side. 


The City Engineer Explains the Su- 
periority of the Quintard Over 


the Morris Engines. 


The Former Tried and Tested, and the 
Latter Largely an Experiment 
What the Mayor Says. 


The following communication was received 
yesterday at Tun Trisune office in regard to 
the awarding of the contract for the new West 
Side pumping-engines to Messrs. Palmer & Co., 
of the Quintard Iron Works, New York. The 
letter alleges some mistakes made by City- 
Engineer Cregier, whose statement is also given 
below. The letter reads as follows: 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribtwne, 

CnicaGo, Feb. 2.— The eity hus recently re- 
ceived bids for pumping-engines for the West 
Side Water Works, and it is likely tbat the 
Acting City Eogineer will urge the award of the 
contracts to the Quintard Company at their bid 
of $257,500, while the bid of I. P. Morris is ouly 
$240,000. I. P. Morris has built the best pamping- 
eugines now ruaning in this country; they have 
always come upto contract duty on test, and, 
whut is of more importance, they bave contin- 
ued to give ever siace a yearly duty of but little 
below the test-duty. Zur est-Side engines, 
built by the Quintard Company, had a hard 
struggle to give contract duty; but, after two 
trials succeeded in getting a favorable report; 
but the subsequent’yearly duty—only 59,000,000 
tor the yeur 188)—proves conclusively that the 
test-duty was only a ** paper duty.“ e falling 
off in tbis case—#1,000,0U0—custs the city the pro- 
portional difference, or 52 per cent more for coal 
than it would if the engines were able to give 
the test-duty. 

Can the city afford this constant waste for 
fifty years? A good engine should last that time; 
and if it cannot should the decision of so Im- 
portant a matter be left to the Acting City En- 
gineer, who bas 
ALWAYS FAVORED THE QUINTARD COMPANY? 
He bas had the managefneat of the North Side 
engines tor the last twelve years—two years as 
Acting City Eogineer. He bas made reports 
each year of the work doae by the North Side 
engines. An examination of these reports will 
show a gross misstatement of the work done. I 
append the foliowimg table compited from the 
Department of Public Works reports. This table 
isformed by dividing the quantity of water 
pumped each year, by the quantity of coal con- 
sumed, which gives, therefore, the gullons of 
water pumped by one pound of coal.

An analysis of this tuvie shows that, up to th 
year 1874, the number of gallons of waiter 
sumped, per pound of coal, varied but littie 
— the govueral average, 308.5 gallons. The 
year 1874 wus the year the 72 engine was tested, 
and the auswer given by (tbe experts mak 
the test to the question “as to the efficiency 
ot the engines’ was: “The work is not 
rformed with a fair degree of economy.“ 
‘rom this year the number of wgalions of 
water pumped per pound of coal rapidly lu- 
ereased, till it reached 606 gallons for the year 
148%. This city is asked to believe che absurd 
statement that an engine which in the year 1873 
pumped with one pound of coal only 44 gallons 
of water did, without any radical change in 
boiler or engine, in 1880 pump 606 gallons, or that 
an engine, uew and presumably at its best. was 
able seven years after to pump with one pound 
of coal 222 more gailons of water than iu 1873. 
If this statement is true, what should be thougut 
of an engineer allowing an engine capable of 
doing so much better to entail upon the cily a 
loss of nearly $22,000, which would have oc- 
curred had the engine being doing as in 1573 and 
as reported being able to do in 1880? There is 
ANOTHER POINT 


worth considering io this connection. The head 
against the pumps has been increased at least 30 
per cept, and this head, added in the sbape of 
increase in the number of gallons pumped, 
would make the quantity nearly double what it 
was in 1873, so that the statement is made, when 
put into figures, that an engine, supposed to be 
doing its best in 1873, is in 1880 dog nearly 
double the work, with the same quantity of 
coal! This 72 engine isa wondertul engine; 
there does not appear to be any limitto its ca- 
pacity or ability: with the lake to draw trom, 
and with the mathematical ability of our acting 
City Eogioeer, there ie no reason why its duty 
cannot be increased to any extent, and |! 
um expecting to see the number vf gallons of 
water pumped per pound of coal increase year 
by vear so long «8 the present man- 
agemeut continues. There is no reason why the 
series should stop. and chere does not appear to 
be any place for a stop: the series is arithmet- 
ical, and increases yearby year. True, it is the 
tirst engine ever known to be endowed with such 
wonderful properties, but we should be thankful 
that we have an engineer capable of discovering 
these good quaiities, and who so faithfully re- 
cords them. But | am digressing. for a good 
many years there bas been much discussion of 
this vexed question of pumping-engines. Chi- 
cago has now a chance of getting a really good 
engine at a reasonable price. I bave for yeurs, 
according to my ability, labored to improve 
“our” pumping-engines; and | write this 
article, and present these facts, that the decision 
of so important a matter shall not be left to the 
acting City Engineer.

CREGIER’S SIDE. 

A TRIBUNE reporter called upon Mr. Cregier 
yesterday afternoon and read to him the points 
contained in the above, and asked bim what he 
bad to say in response, Mr. Cregier replied: 

“So far as the award of the contract for the 
engioes is concerned, I bad nothing to do. with 
recummenudiny apything about the matter. It 
was left eatirely witu the Mayor, who called in 
competent vulside persons to inform bim as to 
facts, und which governed him in his decision. I 
declined 60 make any recommendation wuutever. 
The main thing which governed the Mayor in 
his decision was the fact that the general pian 
of the Morris engine was experimental, while 
the engines offered by Palmer & Co. bad been 
in use for six years, giving entire satisfaction; 
aud the pew engines are to be the exact coun- 
terpart of those, with the exception of such 
chunges as the experience of six years 
bas suggested. I have no desire to 
enter iuto a controversy with any one, 
through the newspapers or otherwise. But as 
the letter under consideration is unjust, and 
makes incorrect statements, | may say, as the 
Mayor has already said, the City Engineer did 
not make any recommendation in regurd to the 
proposed new engines, preferring, in reaching his 
decision, to be guided by the opinion of such ex- 
perts as he might choose to consult.“ 

“Plans and specifications of the I. P. Morris 
Company were very full and complete, propos- 
ing u pair of engines, similar in design to those 
now in course of construction for the sewerage 
system of the City of Boston. The plans showed 
a well-proportioned set of machinery. Besides, 
the reputation of the designer and character of 
the establishment is second to none in the coun- 
try. Their price was $240,000. 

The engines proposed by Palmer & Co. are 
exactly like those which have been, and are 
now, iu use on the West Side, the only changes 
being in some more or less minor parts, This 
plan proposed machinery very complete, sub- 
stantial, and efficient, the cost of which was

Morris and Palmer's plans rendered the

Now, as one or both of the new engines are to 
be run in connection with one or both of the 
present engines, the attending engineer could 
not reach the parts of one of the engines, with- 
out leaving the controlling parts of the other.

** Second—The Morris engines, as a whole, and 
in some of the details, are unlike any now in 
use. While this is not urged as a serious objec- 
tion, Or justifying a disproyal of the general 
plan, yet the city specitications required that 
the engines shull be free as a whole, and in all 
their parts, from all that has not been proven 
by actual use safe and desirable to adopt.’ 

Third, the Morris engine was guaranteed to 
perform a duty of not less than 80,000,000 foot 
pounds, under a test trial. The Palmer engines 
are guaranteed to perform a duty uader test 
triul of 90,000,000, It is believed that the cost of 
the foundations for the Morris engines would 
cost less than those of the Palmer engines, The 
cost ot the Paimer engines is about 7 per cent 
greater than the Morris engines, and the guar- 
anteed efficiency of the former is also 12% per 
cent greater than that of the latter. 

“ Morris’ engines are believed to be excellent 
in design, and would doubtiess have beeu built 
in an excelient manner. The Palmer engines

SOUTH CAROLINA. 


A Meign of Terror in the Cotton Belt— 
Planters’ Buildings Burned. 
By Teleyraph to New York Herald, 

RICHMOND, Va., Jan, 29.—A letter received 
here from a clergyman living in Edgetieid 
County, South Carolina, gives a deplorabie ac- 
count of the condition of affairs in the cotton 
belt district of that state, resulting from the 
late negro exodus and consequent labor trou- 
bies. It is dated from the centre of the small 
territory from whicb a large portion of the ne- 
groes recently emigrated, and goes on to say 
that wulle great numbers of the colored people 
took the Arkansas craze, but comparatively 


few, less than 1,000, left that immediate neigh-. 


borhood. For the most part their places have 
been quickly filled by colored people coming 
from a few miles northward or by white men 
coming from a few miles southward. 

Still the present coudition of things is by no 
means pleasant. It is no unusual thing now to 
hearin the morning that somebody's property 
was destroyed by tire during the night. In a 
radius of six or eight miles from here seven 
buildings have been burned since the negro ex- 
dos mainly ceased. The first was a ginhouse, 
containing fifteen bales of cotton, machinery, 
and cottonseed. Several tenement bovses on 
plantations vacated by the texodusters’ were 
next committed to the flames. On Saturday 
night auother ginhouse was burved. In this 
village only one building has shared in this de- 
struction. This was the barn of Mr. N. W. 
Brooker, standing not more than a bundred 


yards from hisdweiling. The flames burst fortn 


early one dark drizziy morning 
last week, consuming oats, cot- 
tonseed, a cow, and farm implements. 
The must persevering efforts have not yet dis- 
covered any of those who ca the secret fire uf 
the incendiary. In the case of the barn alluded 
tu, it is contidentiy believed it was fired because 
its owner is Trial Justice aud bas been diligent 
in trying to bring thieves and other depredators 
to justice. In other cases it is believed that the 
burning is done to intimidate the laudboiders 
and make them willing to sell their lands at low 
prices, or to prevent them trom hirmg colored 
lubur, and so compel them to rent at reduced 
rates to the white: laborers. Certain threats 
have got round in mysterious ways that the 
white iaborers will not saffer planters to rent 
lands to or ewploy colored laborers any longer. 
These rumors caonot yet be t to their 
sources, but the burning is dohe, it is thought, 
to give emphasis to them. 

11 5 see that the plancers, with the 
effects of poor crops of last year still painfully 
visible witn these incendiary flames lighting up 
the night with their barns, tenement bouses, and 
gins for food, and with these mysterious threats 
fiying about with almost every breeze, are in no 
very tranquil state of mind. Add to this the 
fact that the colored laborers to whom they 
have rented their lands and who have moved un- 
to them do not go to work, but atber in squads 
here and there to tell ur hear something new of 
the Little Rockausas, and you have the pict- 
picture of affairs which works the disturb- 
ance the planters. Sbould eeason 
prove favorabie we shail. know. whether 
the colored people really mean to work, and 
whether the white laborers are going to let them 
work or not. So grave has the matter of the in- 
cendiarism become that it is learned today that 
the Governor will be appealed to for help to put 
a stop to it. The owner of the ginhouse 
burned is reported to have said that when be 
first discovered the tire, about midnight, he 
could bave put it out with a bucket of water, 
but, fearing he would be shot if he attempted it, 
he remained in bis bouse and saw the flames 
leap up. spread arouud. and it grew flerce and 
ungovernable before heip arrived. Such ‘s the 
present situation in the cotton belt. about the 
finest in South Carolina. The issue of it is all in

THE PERFECT SMOKE-CONSUMER 

is the one that will begin burn the smoke 
soon as che ure is started — — 
must be automatic, and is the direct connecuo 
of cause and elfect. Thus far the inventors 
bave not succeeded in coupling the two with the 
closeness uisit to make the machinery abso- 
lutely automatic. They have been vubliged to 
introduce the trained skill of the middieman, 
who is none other than the engineer or tiremaa. 


With careful ring and the consumption of the | 


best grades of coal, the expert engineer or fire- 
mau can reduce the volume ot smoke to jess 
than un average minimum; and if to this be 
added the autumatic machinery which will di- 
rectly bring the effect to the cause, then is 
solved the probiem. The minimum of smoke 
cocsumpGon cannot be reached in the burn 
of poor cual or screenings, even with the aid o 
skilled labor, unless there be*some machinery 
that will beat the gases to the pointof com- 
bustion. Coal that is red-hot does net give off 
uuy gas. Throw a shovelful of fresh coal on the 
fire, and at once a cooking process giving off a 
combiuauon of gases begins. The tire is not 
hot enough to influence the gases, and, if it 
were so, the couditions for so doing are not there. 
Heuce there is imperfect combustion, and the 
chimney vomits smoke and gases to the annoy- 
ance and disgust of ali within the radius of its 
baletul influence. 

A NEW INVENTION. 

Yesterday afternoon a TRIBUNE reporter de- 
voted about three bours to an inspection of the 
Olsen smoke-consumer in use at Tobey’s es- 
tablishment, State and Adams streets. in- 
ventor is the engineer of the establishment, 
and be is a very careful and intel 
gent person. His invention is a 
simple one, and serves two purposes. Firat. it 
materially aids combustion by increasing the 
draft, aud secondly, it renders the more 
combustible. On either side of the Sar te the 
firebox he has placed uuder the front end of the 
boiler a standing coil of pipe, double extra thick 
balf-inch. consisting of four sections about 
twenty-four inches high. These is are - 
tached to the steam-cbest by an ordinary half- 
inch steam- pipe, fitted with ordinary vaives for 
cutting off the suppty of steum so that it can be 
used in either one or both. About eigbt inches 
above the level of the firegrate projects one end 
of each coil, fitted at its extremity with 
a slit cap, like a huge gas-burner. This 
completes the apparatus. lu the morning the 
engineer lights his fire. The machinery is not 
then nxutomutic, because there is no steam, and, 
as a consequence, the volume of smoke emitted 
from the chimney depends entirely on the skill 
with which tbe fire is made. The tire gradually 
warms up the boilers,and about the time that 
the gage shows one or two pounds of steam the 
coils in the two frout corners of the tire-box are 
heated to a dul! cherry red. The engineer turns 
on bis steam, which, as it passes through the 
coils, becomes superbeatea—the Wedgwood py- 
rometer sbowing a temperature of from 1 o to 
1,400 degrees. 

THIS SUPERHEATED STEAM 

is practically a partial separation of hydrogen 
and oxygeo—the constituents of water. The 
hydrogen immediately rushes for the carbon de- 
veluped in the slowiy-consuming coal, and tbe 
oxygen juwps ip to aid the combustion, which 
becomes fearfully furious and roars with the 
intensity and continuity of a young Niagara. 
Careful firing is necessary, so that the coal ma 
always lie under the plane of the steam-jet. Lf it 
should at any time get above it the jet disin- 
tegrates the cual, but gives no aid whatever to 
the combustion, and bence there will de just as 
much smoke as if there were no steam-jet. 

Several experiments were made we to 
show the rapidity of the action of the super- 
heated steam jets. This was done by cutt 
and letting on, with und without firing-up. e 
effect was almost magical, the complete disap- 
pearance of the smoke being effected in trom 
one to two minutes, according to the condition 
of the fire. With a careless fireman the machine 
would not have done so well, Until the abso- 
lute automaton is reached there is do doubt but 
what the Olsen machine, with careful fir 
will accomplish ali that the inventor claims, 
practically satisfy the provisions of the smoke 
ordinance. Its inventor claims that it will in- 
sure a saving of from 15 too per cent ia the 
consumption of fuel, without any decrease ia 
the amount or rapidity of steam production.
